Within tlie last hundred years sci- 
ence has wrought a wonderful change 
in the attitude of the dTllInd worid 
towards disease, and particularly In 
that phase of disease known as pra* 
TMitaUe diaiaae. But, through our 
own carelessness and unwillingness to 
conform to the teachings of the men 
who know we are stHl bearing an 
enormous burden resulting directly 
from contagious disease. Wliat we 
must do and do at onee, If our de- 
scendants are to enjoy health and hap- 
piness, is to co-operate in a whole- 
hearted, eonselentioas way to prerent 
tliis future evil, and tlie only way in 
which this can be done is by kn-inging 
every one to see the possible results to 
be achieved. People must be igno- 
rant of these facts or they would not 
do as they do. A single inskanee will 
prove tlie oorraetness of th's state- 
ment Over one hundred years ago, 
Edward Jennor dkw o vered a Taoeine 
whieh would render a person who was 
inoevlafeed. immune from smallpox. 
Now-a earef ol atody made during the 
past few years has shown that prac- 
tically every victim of smallpox had 
not been vaeelnated It Is obvlooa 
that if every person would be vacci- 
nated, smallpox would soon cease to 
exist, for it owes its continoed healthy 
existence to the fact that it is trans- 
mitted from one person having the 
disease to another. It would ba Tiry 
simple, would it not, for every one to 
be vaccinated, and the expense in com- 
parison with tba expense caused by 
the sickness, not to mention the lior- 
rible disfigurements which often times 
folk>w, would be very dIgM. Thore 
are of course, certain persons who are 
opposed to vaccination, just as there 
are persons who are opposed to every 
good movement. The opposition, 
however, is conspicuous mainly by its 
minority: 

And again, science has furnished us 
with a vaccine which will render a 
person immune to typhoid fever. 
Large experiments have been conduct- 
ed in the army with results that are 
absolutely conclusive of the soondaeas 
of the theory. There is not a person 
of twenty-one perhaps, who reads in 
telligently that is not aware of these 
facts. Practically all State boards of 
health have made arrangements for a 
free distribution of the vaccines. 
And yet how many liave taken advan- 
tage of them? The percentage is so 
small that I feel ashamed to mention 
it. In the light of Uie foregoing facts, 
there can be only one conclusion 
drawn. Ycu do not realize that pre- 
ventable disease can be prevented. 
By preventable disease, I mean con- 
tagious disease, as tuberculosis, small- 
pox, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough, measles and dipthe- 
ria. The figures representing the 
economic less from preventable disuse 
in the Unlfead SUtes during a single 
year are almmt unbelievable. But 
when you know that in the city of 
Chleago alone, the loss during six 
months amounted to over six millions 
of dollars, you can calculate what it 
would be for the whole country. 
This question confronts us. What is 
to be donel** Scientists who liave de- 
voted- their lives to research have 
shown us that there are ways and 
means of preventing preventable dis- 
ease. They have even gone so ter as 
to lav down certain rules for us to fol- 
low, iiut the ultimate success of 
their endeavors la dependait upon onr 
actions. No health officer, however 
efficient he may be, can secure results 
alone. Ho most hava not a third or a 
half, but hiseittire community stand- 
ing by him. And ovary health officer 
who has given any serious thought to 
the work knows that this is the case. 
Taking for granted that you know 
what is to be done the next thii« is 
to do it, do it yourself and .see that 
your neighbor does it. If your town 
has not ordinances stringant aneogh 
to guarantee good health conditions, 
see that such ordinances are passed, 
and ahat la far more importaat. sea 
that they are enforced. You will be 
curtailing no man'^ liberty. Every 
person has the right to do aeeording to 
the dictates of his own conscience, in 
so far as these dictates do not inter- 
fere with the health, wealth and hap- 
piness of his neighbor. For instance, 
if an automobile owner likes to drive 
fiMfc aadtakaehancsa^liat would en- 
danger his own life, no one would ob- 
ject so long as he did the driving 
wheaathura wia aa ana alae> hat when 
he attempts such a course in a crowd- 
ed street, he not only places himself 
in danger, but jeopardizes the lives of 
others also. No one would say that he 
abould ba allowed to goon, and so it is

Bvery 
county should have a competent, so 
sailed "whole time" health officer, 
who reeelves an adeqaata eovpaasa- 
tion for devoting his entire energies to 
the worli. And the duties of the 
Iiealth department are almost unlim- 
ited. This is plain from the fact that 
so many dillerent factors tend to 
affect the health of the individual. 
The condition of school buildings 
where people cougr^ata, the places in 
wbleh f eed stuii aia aoU and man- 
ufactured, the water supply, the milk 
supply, the condition of street and al- 
lies, the disposal of garbage, the con- 
trol of contagion. All these points 
and many more should come under 
the direct observation and supervision ! 
of the health officer. In making ' 
greater efforts towards health cooser- j 
vation, we can notafiford to be radical. 
We must be conservative. This does I 
not imply that we should work slowly, 
but rather that we should work care- 
fully. Avoid, above all antagonizing 
the individual you are trying to re- 
form. If your grocer refuses to pro- 
tect his foodstuffs from flies and dirt, 
suggest in a quiet way that deanU-

remains to lie dMM."
